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TWENTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTORS. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of 
Lancaster  County  : 

The  undersigned  Inspectors  of  the  Lancaster  County  Prison,  in 
obedience  to  the  Act  of  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth, 
of  Pennsylvania,  respectfully  submit  to  the  Court  the  following 
Report  of  the  Prison,  for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  A.  D. 
1877. 

On  the  30th  of  November,  1876,  there  were  in  confinement  154  prisoners; 
and  during  the  year  1,336  were  received,  making  an  aggregate  of  the  in¬ 


mates  of  the  Prison  of .  1,490 

Of  these  were  discharged  during  the  year,  viz  :

Remaining  in  Prison  November  30th,  1877, .  190 

Of  these  (190)  118  are  convicts  at  labor,  24  for  fine  and  costs, 
11  are  awaiting  trial,  and  37  are  drunken  and  disorderly  persons. 

Of  the  1,336,  received  during  the  year,  184  were  convicted, 
being  an  increase  of  14  as  compared  with  last  year. 

The  ratio  of  convictions  as  compared  with  that  year  were  184 
in  1,336  commitments,  to  170  in  1,379  committed  in  the  year 
before. 
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The  number  committed  to  Prison  during  the  year,  excepting 
those  convicted,  was  (1,152)  57  less  than  the  previous  year;  of 
which  (1,152)  761  were  for  drunkenness  and  disorderly  conduct. 
This  is  X13  drunken  and  disorderly  persons  less  than  the  previous 
year. 

In  addition  to  the  1,152  there  were  sentenced  during  the  same 
period  79,  and  remaining  in  Prison  on  November  30th  1878,  190 
prisoners. 

Of  the  sentenced  prisoners  there  were  discharged  97  by  the  In 
spectors,  11  under  the  Commutation  Act,  17  by  expiration  ot 
sentence  and  payment  of  fine  and  costs,  9  by  Court,  on  bail,  etc., 
18  by  Prothonotary,  and  one  pardoned  by  the  Governor. 

Of  the  184  prisoners  sentenced,  19  were  convicted  of  assault 
and  battery,  11  fornication  and  bastardy,  7  robbery,  19  burglary, 
67  larceny,  2  bigamy,  5  receiving  stolen  goods,  3  false  pretense 
2  arson,  xi  entering  store,  &c.,  to  commit  felony,  7  malicious 
mischief,  13  surety  of  the  peace  and  18  for  fine  and  costs. 

Of  the  184  convicts  sentenced,  1  was  sentenced  to  19  years,  1 
to  5  years  and  2  months,  1  to  5  years,  8  to  3  years  and  6  months, 
5  to  3  years,  3  for  2  years  and  9  months,  6  for  2  years  and  6 
months,  5  for  2  years  and  3  months,  4  for  2  years,  8  for  1  year 
and  6  months,  5  for  1  year  and  2  months,  4  for  1  year,  65  for  3 
months  and  up  to  11  months,  13  for  10  days  and  up  to  2^/2  months, 
and  55  for  fine  and  costs.  163  of  the  convicts  were  males,  and 
21  were  females;  158  were  white  and  26  were  colored;  21  were 
born  in  Lancaster  city,  89  in  Lancaster  county,  3  in  England,  5 
in  Ireland,  29  in  Germany,  18  in  Pennsylvania,  outside  of  Lan¬ 
caster  county,  and  the  balance  in  different  parts  of  the  United 
States.  29  of  the  convicts  were  under  the  age  of-  20  years,  89 
were  between  20  and  30  years,  34  were  between  30  and  40  years, 
17  were  between  40  and  50  years,  10  were  between  50  and  60 
years,  4  were  between  60  and  70,  and  1  was  between  70  and  80 
years. 

Of  the  184  convicts,  128  can  read  and  write,  19  can  read,  and 
37  cannot  read  or  write.  90  of  the  convicts  were  married,  and 
94  were  never  married;  139  of  them  were  of  intemperate  habits. 

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good.  The 
whole  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  year  was  191,  of  which 
169  were  cured,  and  22  were  relieved. 

The  1S4  convicts  were  occupied  as  follows:  15  carpet-weaving, 
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6  bagging-weaving,  3  basket-making,  4  broom -making,  3  knitting 
nets,  26  cigar-making,  12  shoe-making,  22  spooling,  10  stripping 
tobacco,  6  making  cigar  boxes,  14  making  garments.  63  of  them 
were  not  sentenced  to  labor,  and  were,  therefore,  unoccupied. 

The  whole  number  of  prisoners  committed  since  the  opening  of 
the  Prison,  September  12,  1851,  to  November  30,  1877,  was 
23,53°.  White  males,  19,263;  white  females,  2,375.  Colored 
males,  1,375;  colored  females,  584. 

No  escapes  were  effected  during  the  year,  although  several  very 
daring  attempts  were  made,  all  of  which  were  frustrated  by  the 
vigilance  of  the  underkeeper. 

The  financial  affairs  and  manufacturing  operations  of  the  Prison 
during  the  fiscal  year  closing  November  30th,  1877,  are  exhibited 
in  detail  by  the  following  statements  hereunto  annexed,  which 
contain  all  the  information  relative  to  these  subjects  :

Actual  cost  of  Prison  during  year,  . . $12,761  33 

The  number  of  days  that  the  prisoners  were  boarded  during 
the  year  ending  November  30th,  1877,  were  67,826  days,  and  the 
total  cost  of  maintenance  during  said  time,  including  the  keeper’s 
family,  etc.,  after  deducting  provisions  on  hand,  was  $8,491  72. 
The  number  of  days  the  prisoners  were  boarded  was  8,504  days 
more  than  in  1876.  Notwithstanding  this  increase  and  the  high 
prices  paid  for  flour,  potatoes,  beans,  &c.,  the  actual  cost  has  been 
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reduced  $466.68,  and  that  of  each  prisoner  has  been  only  i2j£  cts. 
per  day.  These  facts  are  evidence  that  the  affairs  of  the  Prison 
have  been  carefully  and  judiciously  managed  during  the  past  year. 

The  manufacturing  operations  during  the  year  produced  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  4,185*^  yards  of  carpet  for  sale ;  4,516^  yards  of  carpet 
made  for  customers  ;  2,2x6  yards  of  bagging  ;  369  yards  of  towel¬ 
ing  ;  396  pairs  of  boots  and  shoes  made,  and  570  pairs  mended ; 
731  baskets  made  and  mended;  800  cigar  boxes  made;  400 
shirts,  pants,  pillow-cases,  etc.;  294,400  cigars;  80  dozen  of 
brooms;  56  fish  and  fly  nets;  127  chairs  caned,  etc.,  etc. 

There  were  manufactured  goods  on  hand  last  year  amounting 
to  $8,891.46,  consisting  among  other  articles  of  965  baskets;  142 
pairs  of  boots  and  shoes  ;  695,000  cigars;  17*4  dozen  of  grain 
bags;  1,871^  yards  of  bagging;  180  fish  and  fly  nets;  3,914 
yards  of  carpet  for  sale;  i88J^  yards  of  carpet  for  customers; 
2,000  cigar  boxes,  etc.,  etc.  , 

Notwithstanding  the  great  depression  in  business  during  the 
past  year,  the  manufacturing  department  shows  a  net  profit  of 
$2,103.60,  being  an  increase  of  $525.97  over  the  preceding  year, 
as  shown  by  the  statement  of  gain  and  loss. 

The  actual  cost  of  the  Prison  the  preceding  year  was  $13,228.01, 
being  $466.68  more  than  the  present  year. 

Tabular  statements,  sustaining  the  foregoing  conclusions,  are 
hereunto  appended,  and  made  a  part  of  this  report.
